BRITISH ARMY HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE 
Nov. 21.—General Pershing, commander of the American 


forces in France, was present at the British headquarters 
as the guest of Field Marshal Haig, the British com- 
mander, to witness the British offensive. The American 
commander followed the novel battle with the deepest 
interest. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—The Hindenburg line has been 


broken to a depth of four to five miles, the war office an- 


nounces. 

The British troops stormed the first system of the 
i | Hindenburg line defenses on the whole front between St. 
i Quentin and the Scarpe River, a distance of thirty-two 
| miles. 
a The towns of Havrincourt, Marcoing, Graincourt and 
re Anneux and Neuf Wood have been captured. 


A large number of tanks moved forward in advance 


,of the infantry when the attack was opened, and broke 
through successive belts of German wire defenses, which 
“were of great depth and strength. 
The British infantry and tanks pressed on and cap- 
tured the sécond system of defenses, over a mile beyond. 
The attack was begun yesterday by the third army. 
oe There was no artillery preparation and the Germans were 
i taken completely by surprise. 


The second system of German defenses captured by 
the British is known as the Hindenburg support line. 
The British captured Benavis, Lameau Wood, La Vac- 
querie, the defenses known as Welsh Ridge and Ribecourt 
village. Their operations are continuing.

ernment, Under the law a depend- 


ent wife is entitled to $15 from 
the government and the department 
will set aside on appication $15 
of her husband’s pay. Complete 
details of the plan is contained in 
the following which has just. been 
received by Chairman Boswell of 
the local exemption boar, 
Beneficiaries Entitled to Family 
Allowances and. Schedules, 

Class A Wife, child, or children: 

(a) If there be a wife but no 
child, $15, 


(b) If there be:a wife and one.

(c) If there be a wife and. two 
children, $32.50, with $5 per month 
additional for each additional child. 

(d) If, there be no wife, but one 
child, $5,

ciiildren, $30, with $5 per month 
additional for each additional child. 

Class B, Grandchild, parent, bro- 
ther or sister:

(c) For each grandchild, brother, 
sister, and additional $5. 

Allotment of Pay. 

Allotment of pay, compulsory as 
to wife (divorced wife in certain 
cases), compulsory as to child, vol- 
untary as to other persons, 

Monthly compulsory’ allotment 
shall be in an amount equal to fam- 
ily allowances hereinafter specified 
but more than one-half pay, or 
less than $15. 

The enisted man may allot any 
proportion or amount of his pay in 
addition to the compulsory allot- 
ment for such purposes and persons 
as he may direct subject to regu- 
lations. 


The Secretary of War and the | 


Secretary of Navy may require that 
any proportion of one-half pay 
which is not allotted shall be de- 
posited in the military and naval 
pay deposit fund for the benefit of 
the man. 

Compulsory allotment may be 
waived on written consert of wife, 
supported by evidence of her ability 
to support herself and _ children. 

Compulsory allotment may be ex- 
cused for good cause shown, subject 
to regulations. 

Applications for allowances and 
allotments as above’ scheduled 
should be made to “The Treasury 
Department, Bureau of War Risk In- 
surance, Division of Military and 
Naval Insurance” Such application 
should be accompanied by affidavits 
of two disinterested parties in sup- 
nort of the claim and should state 
the regiment or other unit in which 
the man is serving,
